If  you  wish  to  soak  your  bulbs  before  planting,  use 
Bichloride  of  Mercury,  (1  oz.  to  seven  gallons  of  water)  in  a  wooden  container, 
soaking  nine  to  twelve  hours.  This  is  poison  and  must  be  used  with  care;  sure 
death  to  thrips. 

You  will  note  we  are  offering  gladiolus  in  ten’s  and  100’s.  Twenty-five  can  be 
bought  at  the  100  rate.  Bulbs  will  be  shipped  to  destination  by  parcel  post  or 
express  as  requested.  If  sent  parcel  post,  charges  will  be  prepaid  and  C.  0.  D. 
transportation.  This  is  our  twentieth  year  in  growing  gladiolus.  I  believe  our 
customers  will  say  we  have  dealt  fairly  with  every  one.  If  you  wish  to  pay  cne- 
fourth  of  any  order,  we  can  put  up  and  save  for  you  until  wanted  in  the  spring.
